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1, A racar set was seen at the entrance to the ittsteck (1! 51/U 11) aire 
field on 5 January 1951. (1) Tho set was not there - 10 November 1950, 
Trucks with closed becies were parked in wooden sheds om the right and 
left sides of the set. The sheds were approxinately 2 meters frou the 

seb. he noise of a small engine was heard from one shed. ‘Snall trees 
were set up as canouflase at tho entrance to the sheds. One officer and 
four ‘Wl wearing blue epaulets were seen. The antennae of the set rotated 
clock=trise. 

No aircraft were parked on the landing field on © January. 4 worleran at 
the field said that asproxinately 10 to 12 single-engine aircraft were 
parked in the hangars and that air units were expected to arrive. (2) 
There was no flying because of rain and a low cloud base.

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(1) According to a routh sketch orocuced by source, but not forwarded, the 
radar set has two ears and is cf the sane te as that previously reported 
by other sources in Vittstock, See The set vrobably belons 
to the fizhter corps headquarters stationed in wittstock. Hor location 
of set, see Annex, 

(2) It is not believed that an air unit is stationed in wittstock, The air- 
craft are possibly courier planes of the Lighter corps headquarters, 
Their presence nas not been confirmed by other sources, 

(3) The airfield is apparently Leing orovided with the same runway Lighting 
facilities as exist at other fishter airfields. in the Soviet 4one of 
Fernany . 

(.) The device is reported for the first time, J+ is possibly a searchlight 
or a racar sct.
